to make teaching their profession, 
but they need -not cross too many 
bridges just yet. Al! such changes 
come gradually, when the time in 
ripe, and they Jnvariably bring 
thelr own compensations, « *. 

To begin with, child psychology, 
or its twin “behaviourism,” {is one 
of the.'most interesting studies in 
the world. Anyone who has gone 
into it, even superficinily, cannot 


belléve 


‘| fail to revamp his attitude toward 


children considerably, for they 
psa out of the category of mere 
people, into the class of intensely 
interesting, Individual. personall- 
ties, each different, and yet like 
planta with the same general char- 
neteriaticn that develop according 
to an amazingly accurate pro- 
gramme, ; : 
Other changes too are bound to 
How will the school of the 
future tally with the school of to- 
day in’ regard to discipline? Will 
the teacher be expected to’ teach 
and play potigeman at the same 
time? I think not. The present 
custom of combining the Jeyis- 
lntive, ‘executive and judicial 
branches of pedagogy in the per- 
son of one woman, or man, is 
yhardly fair. We don't expect 
Congress to do the soldiering, and 
we don’t ask Councils to play po- 
licemen, 


Saving Teacher's Strength, 


. The discipline of ‘the school of 
the future wil very likely be se- 
pirated altogether from the actual 
fact of teaching. A teacher could 
then teuch and not have to use up 
her strength and resourcefulness, 
and other’ children’s {ime und at- 
tention on the mechanics of order 
and obedience, ‘ 

Probably, being un expert on 
behaviour, she would have less 
trouble with discipline, but if she 
did, very likely tho unruly or dis- 
turbing child would be referred to 
a ‘special tribunal—juet what this

' Does it sound optimistic? If it 
doves think of the schools a hun- 
dred, even fifty years ago.
